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1. The Central Adriatic Harbor Directorate in Split, which has its headquarters 
in a building formerly occupied by the maritime direction and port command 
at Split, is under the direct jurisdiction of the General Directorate of 
Merchant Marine of the Ministry of Maritime Affairs, in Belgrade. 

2. The Central Adriatic Harbor Directorate has jurisdiction over all ports 
and port comrands in the area extending from Kardeljevo to Zadar. The 
staff of the Central Adriatic Harbor Directorate is as follows*

3. The Central Adriatic Harbor Directorate at Split has branches in Kardeljevo, 
Korcula, Hvar, Sibenik and Zadar. In addition to directing activities at all 
ports and depots In the central Adriatic area, the Central Adriatic Harbor 
Directorate has jurisdiction over all signal stations located on the shore and 
on various islands in the area.
